City of Elba - Mularz lawsuit settles at a cost of $60,000 plus

The Elba City Council, with the 
help of a battery of lawyers, has set- 
ued the wrongful firing lawsuit filed 
last October by Recreation Director 
Ricky Mularz. U. S. District Judge 
Harold Albritton signed the court or- 
der ending the lawsuit on Tuesday, 
August 16th. Mularz returned to 
work as recreation director on Mon- 
day morning, August 22, 

Mayor Ricky Haywood  an- 
nounced the settlement officially 
Monday night at the regular city 
council meeting. He explained to the 
press and others present the reason 
for making the settlement. 

He said that in lengthy dis- 
cussions with defense attorneys, they 
advised a settlement. Haywood said 
the lawyers told them, “There is no 
way to defend this case.” They ex- 
plained to city officials that a jury 
trial would generate more legal fees 
alone than this settlement amount. 

“It is $60,000 now or an un- 
specified amount later - much 
more,” Haywood quoted the at- 


purposes. They cannot include any 
suggestion of termination or dis 
ciplinary actions against him. 

The order forbids city officials 
harassing or retaliating against Mu- 
larz in any manner. He must be re- 
instated as recreation director with

saying.

The case was discharged “with 
prejudice against all defendants” as 
long as they comply with the terms 
and conditions of the settlement. 
“With prejudice” means simply that 
this lawsuit is over forever and ever, 
if city officials respect the re- 
quirements of the settlement. 

» Settlement terms include payment 
of $60,000 cash, with $15,000 pay- 
able immediately and three more 
$15,000 payments approximately 45 


days apart. The court order calls for 
the checks to be made payable and 
delivered to Mularz’s lawyer, John 
N. Pappanastos, of Montgomery, 
The final $15,000 payment is due on 
January 10, 1995. 

If any payment is late or not paid, 
the entire balance of the debt is due 
immediately, plus interest at 12% 
per year, As long as the city pays the 
payments on time, all interest pay- 
ments are waived. 

The judgement repayment plan, 
which is an official part of the settle- 
ment, includes the statement, “The 
Defendants acknowledge owing the 
Plaintiff the sum of Sixty Thousand 
and 00/000 Dollars ($60,000).” 

The judgment calls for Mularz to 
be reinstated with all benefits which 
he would have accrued since being 
terminated by Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood on October 8, 1993. The 
city must reinstate sick leave and va- 
cation which Mularz withdrew (was 
paid for) at the time of his termina- 
tion, 

Personnel records must show 
only that Mularz was on leave of ab- 
sence with pay for administrative

Following the settlement, Mularz 
declined to respond directly to ques- 
tions, He said, “All I ever wanted 
was to get my job back and to be 
treated fairly.”

Police Chief Parker granted medical leave

The Elba City Council heard a 
disturbing end to what appeared to 
be a routine report from Police Chief 
Jack Parker. 

Parker ended his otherwise up- 
beat activity report with a request for 
an unpaid medical leave of absence, 
beginning September 9th. Parker 
said he will undergo surgery on Sep- 
tember 13th and will need at least 
five weeks to get over the surgery. 

This was only one of the options 
Parker offered the council.

The council unanimously ap- 
proved his request for medical leave 
trom September 9th until October 
18th. 

As part of his report to the coun- 
cil, Parker reminded the councilmen 
that the curfew ordinance was to ex- 
pire as of September 30. He added 
that it is a great asset to law enforce- 
ment and he recommended it be put 
into place permanently. 

He also updated council members 
on the drug money the city will be 
receiving from the 1/2 million dollar 
drug bust made by State Trooper 
Ronnie Whitworth near Elba. He 
was assisted by Elba Police Sgt. L. 
C. Cook. 

Parker said Elba is to get some 
$35,700 to be used in law enforce- 
ment. He added that District At- 
torney Joel Folmar had stated to him 
that all drug money should be trans- 
ferred to the 12th Judicial Circuit 
Drug Task Force. 

Parker explained that no member 
of the Drug Task Force was in- 
volved; the decision of how to dis- 
tribute the money was made by fed- 
eral authorities and he felt it was 
done correctly, 

He referred to the agreement 
drawn up by state officials and ap- 
proved by all parties involved before

In order to receive 100% funding 
from the Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration on the repair of the on-system 
roads, the repairs must be completed 
within 180 days of the damage, The

Coffee County Sheriff's deputies 
eradicate 1,000 marijuana plants 


This past weekend, Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies were suc- 
cessful in the discovery and eradica- 
tion of a marijuana crop. 

According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Mickey Counts, investigators 
with the sheriffs department, along 
with the Alabama National Guard 
and Alabama State Trooper Marijua- 
na Eradication Unit, located and con- 
fiscated in excess of 1,000 marijuana 
plants. 

The plants were located in north 
central Coffee County during an op- 
eration which took place on Satur- 
day, Aug, 20th. 

“Operations such as the one 
which took place this past weekend 
are scheduled as often as possible, 


said Sheriff Counts. “This one 
proved to be productive!” 

The confiscated marijuana crop 
was estimated by officials as having 
a “street value” in excess of two mil- 
lion dollars. The plants ranged in 
size from four inches to six feet tall. 

There were no arrests made dur- 
ing the operation. 

“This is part of an ongoing effort 
by local and state law enforcement 
agencies to climinate the growth and 
distribution of the illegal drugs,” 
said Counts.

Sleep disorders discussed at 
ENH’s family council meeting 


The Elba Nursing Home hosted a 
family council meeting Wednesday, 
August 17, 1994, 

The meeting began at 12 noon 
with guests being treated to lunch 
followed by a very informative pres- 
entation on sleep disorders, 

Dr, Alan Purvis, M.D, from 
Southeast Alabama Medical Center 
Sleep Disorder Center was the guest 
speaker, Also, Bill Nelson, a sleep 
disorder technician, addressed the 
group. 

Dr, Purvis, in his presentation, fo- 
cused on both physical and emotion- 
al factors that cause sleep disorders, 
He explained such problems as sleep 
apnea, insomnia, and restless leg 
syndrome. 

It was stressed that most sleep 
disorders are treated once they are 
evaluated and a diagnosis is made. 
The doctor noted that sleep disorders 
should never be treated with long 
term use of chemical sleep aides, 


Nelson addressed the group as to 
what is available at the sleep disor- 
der clinic. A patient is monitored 
throughout his time of sleep by sen- 
sors and videotape, 

These aids are reviewed by Dr, 
Purvis and the problem identified. 
Treatment is scheduled which may 
include surgical procedures if related 
to such problems as sleep apnea, 

The group was given literature 
which included a toll free number 
should there be questions or con- 
cerns regarding sleep pattems, The 
toll free number is 1-800-553-9355, 

According to Ellen Briley, admin- 
istator of Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home, family council meet- 
ings are held at Elba Nursing Home 
quarterly. : 

The meetings are arranged by 
ENH staff and include topics relative 
to the older age group, They also al- 
low families to meet together and act 
as a support group for each other,

peers will support. The solution is going to hurt - even making the deci- 
sion is going to hurt, but doing nothing will ultimately hurt more.

Time for Common Sense in Health Care Reform 


According to an August 11th 
CNN/USA Today/Gallup survey, 68 
percent of Americans don’t want 
Congress lO pass a comprehensive 
health care reform bill this year, but 
preter Washington to take a more 
gradual approach. 

Meanwhile, the Congressional 
leadership’s response translates, “We 
Know what's best for you.” This is 
political arrogance at its height. 

Let me tell you what is wrong 
with the Clinton-Gephardt bill as in- 
troduced in the House. An early read- 
ing of the 686 page document reveals 
at least eleven new taxes including 
taxes on tobacco, a two percent tax on 
all health insurance premiums and 
self-insured plans, and, of course, the 
job-killing employer mandates with 
the employer paying 80 percent and 


the employee paying 20 percent of 


health care costs. I also object to the 
bill’s use of taxpayer dollars for abor- 
tions. 

As with the parent Clinton bill, 
the Clinton-Gephardt plan creates 
huge new bureaucracies, including 
Medicare Part C and dozens of others. 
Each combined will put close to 
98,000 bureaucrats between physi- 
cians and their patients, and may ac- 
tually undermine care.

killed illegally each year, This illegal 
harvest can be devastating in areas 
of low deer population Even more 
Important than the impact on deer’ 
population is the possible impact on 
human lives and property. Although 
legal hunting is an extremely safe ac- 
livity, illegal hunting has been prov- 
cn much more dangerous, Reports 
indicate many hunting accidents oc- 
cur when either the shooter, victim 
or both are violating a law, 

[legal night hunters are not only 
detrimental to legitimate hunters and 
wild resources, they often affect 
landowners and non-hunters, During 
the 1993-94 scason, I investigated an 
incident in which a buckshot pellet 
from a night hunter’s shotgun went 
through the wall and into the dining 
room of a home. I also was called to 
remove a broadhead tipped arrow 
from an 800-pound cow. The next 
hunter to approach either of those 
two landowners most likely will not 
be welcome. 

Laws concerning this illegal ac- 
livity are not hard to understand. “It 
Shall be unlawful for any person to 
lake, capture or kill or attempt to 
lake, capture or kill any animal pro- 
tected by the laws of this state be- 
tween sunset and daylight of the fol- 
lowing day,” Anyone found guilty of 
violating this law may, for a first of- 
fense, be fined $250 to $500 and al 
the discretion of the court may have 
their hunting privileges revoked for 
a period of one year. Anyone found 
guilty of a second offense may re-

Robeson became a star of stage, 
movies, radio, and records, He ap- 
peared in “Emporer Jones”, “Aj| 
God's Children Get Wings”, and 
“Othello”, “Showboat Jericho”, 
“King Solomon's Mines”, and 
“Saunders of the River”, 

Robeson spoke Chinese and Rus- 
sian fluently and was competent in 
six other languages. He made more 
than 300 recordings. He acted and 
sang. His rendition of “Ol’ Man Riv- 
er” was particularly moving. 


Robeson made numerous trips to 
the Soviet Union, where he criticized 
the United States, particularly for its 
treatment of Blacks. This ruined his 
career in the U.S. He was targeted as 
a “Communist sympathizer.” Robe- 


| son stuck to his convictions and sent 


his only son to Russia to be educat- 


ed. In 1952, he accepted the Stalin 
Peace Prize from the Soviet Union, 
He returned to the United States in 
1963. 

Robeson died January 23, 1976. 
In his senior years, the Outrage that 
marked Robeson’s younger days was 
replaced by his hope that the Black 
would eventually become “a full 
American in every sense of the 
word.” His interest in communism 
came. at a time when America was 
Paranoid on the subject and while it 
Shortened his career, it did not dim 
the memory of his exceptional talent,

John Wesley once said, “Conver 
SION 1S a work of God’s grace in the 
heart,” and nothing short of this can 
be conversion. It is a supematural 
event resulting from a new vision 
This is perfectly represented in the 
account of the thicf’s conversion. 
Against the sombre background of 
excruciating pain, an indefinable 
charm emanated from the Lord. It 
was like a balm from Heaven whose 
soothing power relieved the fever 
and cleared the heart and mind of 
this poor sinner, 

He Saw Royalty In Jesus 

“Lord,” he cried, “remember me 
when thou comest into thy king- 
dom,” and at that precise moment no 
other person in the world believed in 
the kingship of Christ. Thirty-three 
years earlier the wise men had 
thrilled in Jerusalem with the an- 
nouncement of the Messiah’s birth, 
Much had happened since that mem- 
orable night. The wise men were no 
longer present, Later, the rugged dis- 
ciples had gone forth to boldly pro- 
claim the coming of the kingdom; 
but Calvary had ruined their faith. 
Then, Pilate either in mockery or to 
annoy his Jewish opponents, had 
written a title: “This is Jesus of Naz- 
areth, the King of the Jews,” and had 
nailed it to the Cross. Apparently, Pi- 
late had no real faith whatsoever. No 
one believed Jesus to be the king-- 
except the thief, and he was sure. 
How did he find out? 

He Saw Resurrection In Jesus 

“Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom.” Dead 
men do not have kingdoms, and it 
would be good for us to remember 
that the thief saw a dying Jesus who 
seemed far more likely to inherit a 
tomb. “No,” cried the sinner, “‘this is 
not the end for you. Somewhere, 
sometime, you will rise again and 
enter into your kingdom. When it 
happens, will you think of me?” 

This is amazing, since no one else 
had "caught on” to what was going 
on. The Lord Jesus had foretold both 
his death and resurrection on many 
occasions, but His words were only 
remembered by His enemies. “This 
deceiver said he would rise again,” 
and to protect the body, they ar- 
ranged for a guard to watch the 
tomb. Many of the Jews did not even 
believe in an after-life, for the Sad- 
ducees believed death to be the ter- 
mination of all existence. How then 


‘could anybody rise from the dead? 


The dying thief scorned such views. 
He knew Jesus would rise again to 
inherit a great kingdom. How could 
he be sure?

Andrews escorted representatives of the new Spaper through the 
school and pointed out the casual, relaxed atmosphere which was a 
large part of the program at each school. Students attended classes 
Monday through Thursday, from eight until twelve noon for a three 
week period. 

Principal Charles Cole at New Brockton fascinated students when he 
joined them in “doing the Hokey Pokey.” They were also amazed that 
the long, tall man could actually join them in the games which required 
sitting on low chairs and quickly standing at a certain time. 

Andrews amazed Zion Chapel students by reading them stories and 
showing them he “wasn’t a big, bad wolf.” He reported they also found 
out there was no “electric paddle” in the principals office. 

Shirley Northrop, principal at Kinston Elementary pointed out that 
“The incoming kindergarten students had the experience of attending 
the first day of school in a relaxed, positive atmosphere, free from a lot 
of the usual first day anxiety and stress. They enjoyed the summer pro- 
gram and were ready to keep going.” 

Northrop continued, “The older boys and girls had the opportunity 
to participate in some activities that we sometime don’t find time to do 
in the classroom during the regular school year.” 

Teachers and aides working the summer schools were equally en- 
thused and planning to continue many of the activities during the 
course of the regular school year. In fact several expressed a desire to

Mrs. Betty McIntosh, 3rd grade teacher at Zion Chapel said, “We 
are having a wonderful time; it is a great learning experience, The small 
Classes allow us to do things we can’t normally do, like getting down in 
the floor to actually measure things in our math classes.”

New boating regulations 
compliment Alabama’s 
new boasting safety law 


Two boating safety regulations 
now compliment Alabama’s new 
boating safety law, which has been 
hailed throughout the country as a 
national model for boating safety 
legislation. The regulations address- 
ing immediate danger to public safe- 
ly and welfare became effective on 
July 19, 1994, 

The first regulation, which estab- 
lishes a minimum operator age of 
12, states, “No person owning or 
having control of a: mechanically 
propelled vessel shall permit any 
person under the age of twelve years 
to Operate said vessel on the waters 
of this state.” The only allowable ex- 
ception to this regulation applies to 
persons participating in Department 
of Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources or United States Coast 
Guard officially recognized marine 
events and who have a written per- 
mit issued by the Commissioner of 
Conservation. 

The second regulation states that 
small, water-jet powered craft classi- 
fied as personal watercraft used for 
towing any person must have proper- 
ly sized and mounted rearview mir- 
rors. Mirrors must be mounted on 
both right and left sides of the per- 
sonal watercraft and each must con- 
tain a minimum viewing area of 10 
Square inches. Each mirror must 
have a minimum height of 2.5 inches 
and minimum width of 4 inches. 
Mirrors should not be mounted to 
the steering mechanism, and the 
minimum combined viewing area of 
both mirrors must be 20 square inch- 
es. 

Charley Grimsley, Commissioner 
of Conservation, stated, “The boaters 
of Alabama are responding enthu- 
Siasucally to the new boating law, 
Boating safety classes around the 
state are filled to capacity with boat- 
ers secking this life-saving boating 
information, And thanks to our new 
law and its overwhelming accep- 
tance by Alabama boaters, our 
deaths are down over 40% compared 
to last year.”

Helping Children Deal With 


Parents Professions 

Children, particularly young chil- 
dren, often don’t understand what 
their parents do on the job. Some- 
times this can be amusing like when 
a 5-year-old girl told her teacher, 
“My daddy doesn’t do anything--he 
just farms.” But it can be frightening 
for children, especially if parents 
have a dangerous career such as po- 
lice work or firefighting. 

Children may worry that a parent 
will be injured or even killed while 
on the job, If they show concern, ex- 
plain to them that your job includes 
many ordinary tasks that outnumber 
the dangerous tasks. Also, you could 
describe the safety precautions you 
lake to help keep you safe. For ex- 
ample, firefighters might show their 
children the equipment firefighters 
use Lo keep themselves safe. 

Many parents have careers that 
require travel. Children may misin- 
lerpret business trips, feeling that 
Dad or Mom keeps going away be- 
cause Of something the child did. 
Parents can be sensitive to their chil-

Dust Cause Of Some 
Allergies 

Have you been h iving trouble 
sneezing, wheeziny, etc lately? 

When an allergy attack hits, the 
culprit may be closer than you real- 
ize. The dust mites that hid in Carpel- 
ing, bedding, and upholstered furni- 
ture, plus the mold that grows in 
places such as mattresses, base- 
ments, and humidifiers produce air- 
borne allergens. It is estimated that 
about half of all allergy sufferers 
have dust-related allergies. Some 
small measures can help keep their 
sneezing and wheezing under con 
trol. 

The first step is improving venti- 
lation. Ways to do this include open- 
ing windows, installing exhaust fans 
in the kitchen and baths, keeping the 
fireplace chimney flue open on all 
but the coldest days and venting the 
dryer outdoors, 

Vacuum on a regular basis. Dust 
mites generally live at the base of 
Carpet fibers and tend to rise with 
moisture, For more effective remov- 
al, call a professional to do extract- 
ing cleaning or invest in a deep 
cleaning machine designed for home 
use, 

Mattresses should be vacuumed 
and turned every few months. Wash- 
able pillows should be washed. 
Those that aren't should be thrown in 
the dryer and tumbled on the air cy- 
cle. Consider investing in special 
mattress and pillow covers that re- 
duce mite problems. 

For dusting, use a cloth or mop 
with a cleaning product designed to 
pick up dust and dirt. Brooms, dry 
rags, and feather dusters simply scat- 
ter the dust. 

Consider washable curtains. 
Heavy draperies collect dust, so 
make sure they are cleaned twice a 
year and vacuum them regularly in 
between. Because they are easy to 
vacuum, roller shades are a better 
chose than slatted blinds, 

Other methods of controlling dust 
mites include routine cleaning of air 
ducts, using a vacuum cleaner with 
an enclosed bay and reducing the 
number of dust-catching items in a 
room. 

To survive, mites require mois- 
ture. Lowering the relative humidity 
to below 50% will help reduce their 
numbers. Using a double-filtered 
ventilator or an air conditioner, par- 
ticularly in pollen season, may help.

Controlled breeding in beef is the key to profit 


The beef cattle industry in Ala- 
bama counts for a large percentage 
of total dollars zind money made 
around the state. For each herd in the 
State there are more total assets than 
one might imagine. For example, if 
you have a thirty cow herd, which is 
a fairly typical Alabama beef herd, 
you may have up to $70,000.00 
worth of assets when accounting for 
land, equipment and cattle. I do nol 
think there*is any question that this 
makes a small cattle herd a true 
small business. 

If you are going to run the herd 
like a business then controlled breed- 
ing is your only real alternative, Pro- 
ducers who are already using a con- 
trolled breeding and calving season 
agree that it is the single best man- 
agement decision that they ever 
made. 

If you think about it, it only 
makes sense that controlled breeding 
works. If you breed your cows over 
a 60 to 90 day period they are all 
calving at the same time, and all vet 
work is at the same time. If the ani- 
mals are scattered throughout the 
year it is virtually impossible to 
know when a cow is bred. It is also 
hard to know whether she bred on 
time, or to utilize any management 
practices such as pregnancy testing. 
Controlled breeding will actually 
Save time and make your headaches 
a lot less becase everything is on a 
schedule throughout the year. 

Cows are easier to manage on a 
controlled breeding season. Each 
cow should have a calf every twelve 
months. A reasonable goal is that the 
calf should weigh half as much as its 
mother in 205 days. To do this you 
have to have a high level of manage- 
ment. To have a high level of man- 
agement you have to controlled 
breed, 

The quality of your cattle will go 
up using controlled breeding. You 
are better able through record keep- 
ing and various programs that we of- 
fer and some that people use on their 


farms to judge whether or not a cow 


has performed. If she is not meeting 
the expectations of the owner then 
she can be culled. 

Marketing will be easier and bet- 
ter with controlled breeding. If yo 
plan to sell, it is a lot easier to move 
large groups than moving two or

three here and there. Making market- 
ing plans is much easier with con- 
trolled breeding. 

What you by in the way of ex- 
penses are casier to manage with 
controlled breeding. One of the best 
examples that I can think of is that a 
pregnant cow needs very little to sus- 
tain herself until she calves; then her 


requirements go up considerable. ‘\ 


What you have to buy to meet the re- 
quirements of these animals in the 
way of sced, graving, or grain for 
feeding are easier managed if all the 
cows are calving at the same time. 
You are buying and doing the same 
for every cow and every calf. If you 
have to feed little handfuls of cattle 


differently or vaccinate little hand- 
fuls of cattle differently all through 
the year, it is much harder to manage 
your expenses. 

Finally, herd health is much easi- 
er tO manage through controlled 
breeding. You can treat all the cows, 
calves and all the bulls at the same 
time because they would all be on 
the same schedule. They are all calv- 
ing, growing, lactating, or breeding 
at the same time.

Peanut harvest to begin in Coffee County 


During the next month the num- 
ber one question in the Wiregrass 
will be when to dig peanuts. Digging 
at the best time is extremely impor- 
tant for achieving maximum yield 
and grade. The most accurate meth- 
od that we now have to determine 
when to dig is the Hull Scrape Meth- 
od 


This summer we have at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton a hydro- 
blaster. This wet pod blaster pro- 
vides us a method of quickly remoy- 
ing the thin outer layer of peanut 
hull so the Hull Scrape Profile Board 
can be used to show you how your 
peanut crop has set and is maturing. 
This method is accurate and very 
helpful in determining when to dig. 
This hydroblaster is now set up at 
the Farm Center in New Brockton. | 
will be operating the machine at the 
Farm Center every moming of the 
week, In the afternoons I will often 
be in peanut fields so you will want 
to call ahead if you want assistance.
